“At Canadians’ Own Roauest 


became a. patriotic 
1 War II as the vears of 
conflict draggec by. People who had never 
saved, money before found it possible 
‘through the succession of Victory Loan and 
War Savings campaigns, to lay aside mGneY. 
'This was done easily by those in ae -y and 
‘on other payrolls throug h monthly dedue- 
tions but many thousands of Cans ‘ats ans with- 
‘out. this advantage also learned to save 
money systematically. They began it ‘‘to 
help the war effort” but soon, as the nest-egg 
grew, began. to appreciate this method of 
attaining a financial objective. 

When the war finally ended, a surprising- 
nlimber of Canadians found that they want- 
‘ad<to continue systematic saving. They liked 
the method of saving in bond units because 
they had discovered its advantages through 
the long series of Victory Bond drives. Bonds 
were good security in the event of need of a
